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In  1614,  Henry  Hudson  in  the  “Half  Moon”  entered  the  Hudson 
River,  subsequently  named  for  him,  and  sailed  up  beyond  tidewater 
to  the  junction  of  the  Mohawk  River  above  Albany  The  fur  trading 
post  eighteen  families,  mostly  Walloons  from  Holland  arrived  in 
1624  Land  on  both  sides  of  the  river  was  purchased  by  Kiliaen 
Van  Rensselaer  and  the  patroonship  of  Rensse laerswyck  was  estlab- 
i  shed 


The  First  Dutch  Reformed  Church  in  Albany,  the  second  oldest 
Protestant  Church  in  America,  contains  the  pulpit,  hour  glass, 
Bible,  and  communion  service  brought  from  Holland  in  1656. 

Stephentown  was  formed  from  Rensselaerwyck  on  March  29,  1784, 
and  named  in  honor  of  Stephen  Van  Rensselaer 


The  town  of  Berlin  was  erected  March  21,  1806,  from  Peters 
burgh,  Schodack  snd  Stephentown 

The  town  of  Sand  Lake  was  formed  from  Greenbush  snd  Berlin 
on  June  19 ,  1812 . 


Poestenkill  was  formed  from  Sand  Lake  on  March  2,  1848. 


Histories  of  Rensselaer  County  mention  “family  bearing  the 
name  of  Fethers  among  the  pioneers  of  Sand  Lake”,  “the  records 
of  the  War  of  1812  have  not  been  preserved,  but  it  is  known  that 
William  C.  Cooper,  Bugbee  Feathers  snd  others  served  in  that  war 
and  joined  the  Eddy  expedition,”  “  John  Feathers  was  Justice  of 
the  Peace  of  Berlin,  1884.” 

The  Palatine  immigrations  of  1709  and  1710  to  New  York  were 
diversions  from  the  normal  course  of  German  immigration,  made  by 
the  British  government  for  its  own  purposes.  No  other  English 
province  was  able  to  overcome  the  magnetic  attraction  of  Pennsyl¬ 
vania  for  the  Germans  in  the  eighteenth  century. 

One  list  of  Palatine  immigrants  mentions  “Fatheyer,  George  & 
4  prs  ,  Fatheyer,  Martzele  &  1  pr.”  and  another  list  mentions  an; 
Isaac  Feber  with  his  wife  and  son  in  a  party  led  by  Rev  Joshua 
Kocherthal  in  1708,  that  settled  at  the  mouth  of  Quassaick 
(Hoosick?)  Creek  in  New  York. 


A  number  of  Palatines  settled  in  Limerick  County,  Ireland 
in  1709 
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FEATHERS 


George  A.  Feathers  born  in  Sharon,  New  York,  May  6,  1761, 
is  said  to  have  added  “s”  (in  1799)  to  the  name  in  the  family 
Bible  (a  “Dutch  Catechismus”  in  the  possession  of  descendents, 
the  family  of  John  F.  Foster  of  Scotia,  New  York.)  A  descendent, 
Dean  Knowlton  Traynor,  writes  “what  work  I  did  would  not  indicate 
that  my  Feathers  family  is  of  English  descent,  but  rather  German 
Palatine.”  Her  compilation  “Feathers,  Featherly,  Fetterly”  has 
the  following  introduction: 

Family  tradition  is  that  the  emigrant  ancestor  came  from 
Holland  between  1680and  1730,  and  settled  around  Sand  Lake, 
New  York.  The  original  ancestor  to  come  to  America,  told 
some  of  his  grand  -  chi ldren  that  he  came  from  Holland  when  he 
was  a  lad  of  about  nine  years,  with  a  family  not  his  own, 
and  that  he  was  the  only  one  of  his  immediate  family  to  come 
to  this  country.  He  is  supposed  to  have  had  sons;  Aaron, 
Adam,  George,  John,  Thomas,  William,  and  probably  others; 

Curset  Fether  (said  to  translate  Conrad  Feather)  and  also 
shown  as  Corset  Voeder  in  the  history  of  the  “Town  of 
Schaatkooke”  (Schaghticoke? )  is  in  the  list  of  Freeholders, 
County  of  Albany,  in  1720. 

“Original  ancestry  not  known  but  of  North  German  descent, 
the  original  name  being  Fetterly”  according  to  David  Hamilton 
Feathers  and  Alfred  Million  Feathers  wrote  “Original  name  is 
thought  to  be  Fedders,  who  were  Dutch  patroons  on  the  Hudson 
River  in  New  York. 

A  John  Feathers  came  from  Ireland  and  settled  in  Albemarle 
County,  Virginia  apparently  in  the  latter  part  of  the  18th 
century. 

Another  Feathers  writes  “my  great,  great  grandfather  came 
to  this  country  with  his  brother  from  England.  They  were  of 
German  descent,  and  bore  the  name  “Fadder”,  later  the  name  was 
Americanized  and  became  “Feather”.  One  brother  settled  in 
Pennsylvania  and  the  other  in  Virginia.” 

A  James  Feather,  of  English  descent,  was  an  early  settler 
in  Roanoke,  Virginia. 

The  Will  of  William  Fether  of  Darton,  York,  England  was 
proved  September  6,  1541,  and  that  of  James  Feather  was  proved 

May  9,  1577. 

A  letter  from  New  York  reads:  “I  am  not  one  of  your  rela¬ 
tives,  I  likecT^  this  name  and  a  legal  change  was  made  in  1937, 
from  my  original  name  to  “Feathers.”

He  and  the  plump  daughter,  Sally  Gale,  fell  in  love  and  were  married 
while  he  was  employed  there . 

There  is  a  legend  that  he  and  Sally  visited  Henry's  home  in  Grafton 
by  the  way  of  Sand  Lake  on  the  back  of  a  single  horse.  Sally  admired 
a  long  low  farmhouse  built  upon  a  slight  elevation  with  a  brook  flow¬ 
ing  nearby  which  they  passed  on  their  way.  They  purchased  this  house, 
set  up  a  home,  reared  their  family,  and  spent  their  life  here.  The 
house  was  remodeled,  but  the  original  part  still  had  wide  floor  boards 
when  his  grandson  sold  the  homestead  in  1901. 

This  farm  is  between  Hoags  Corners  and  East  Nassau,  about  a  mile 
north  of  Cummings  Pond,  now  known  as  Tsawassa  Lake.  At  the  time  of 
the  sale  to  a  Mr.  Kittle  it  was  owned  by  Calvin  W.  and  John  Feathers. 

Her  grandfather,  Samuel  Cottrell  of  Roxbury,  Massachusetts,  tho 
not  a  Revolutionary  soldier,  participated  in  some  skirmishes.  A 
portion  of  his  house  was  used  as  a  barricade  and  he  is  said  to  have 
hauled  the  first^load  of  earth  used  to  build  embankment  at  Bunker 
Hill.

David  Feathers,  ninth  and  youngest  son  of  George  A.  (1761-1814)  and 
Elizabeth  Jacobs  Feather  (1766-1840),  was  born  at  Stephentown  Renssa- 
laer  county,  New  York,  on  Dec.  5,  1807  and  died  at  Riddles,  Oregon  on 
July  3,  1864.  He  married  Eliza  Moore  on  Aug.  5,  1830.  She  was  born  in 
London,  June  9,  1809,  died  Aug.  20,  1842,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Moore 
a  surgeon  in  the  British  Army  during  the  War  of  1812  who  was  given  a 
liberal  pension  and  a  lot  of  land  in  Canada  by  the  British  Government. 
He,  his  wife  and  two  sons  are  buried  at  St.  Catherine's,  Ontario,  Can¬ 
ada.  They  had  four  daughters,  all  born  in  London;  Margaret  m.  (l) 
Dwight  Smith,  (2)  Lyman  Parsons,  Mary  Ann  who  m.  the  Rev.  Henry  Wilkin¬ 
son  at  Toronto,  Eliza  (above),  and  Amelia  who  never  married  and  drew  a 
pension  from  the  British  Government  until  her  death.  It  is  said  that 
Adam,  David's  brother,  went  to  Canada  on  the  death  of  Eliza  and  brought 
one  of  David's  boys,  probably  Henry  Wilkinson,  to  the  home  of  Jacob 
Feathers  in  Amity,  New  York.

"Our  regiment  arrived  at  Stone  River  shortly  after  the  battle 
and  remained  at  Murfreesboro  for  several  months.  I  brought  home 
a  sword  found  on  the  battlefield." 

To  protect  railroad  bridges,  General  Sherman  had  small  bomb¬ 
proof  block  houses,  or  fortifications,  built  near  them,  as  he  ad¬ 
vanced,  large  enough  to  hold  a  few  hundred  men,  and  provisioned 
for  a  long  time,  "Our  regiment  was  occupied  in  this  work  part 
of  the  spring  of  I864." 

June  22nd,  1864,  Rebel  General  Hood  made  a  sudden  attack  on 
Hooker's  Corps.  Driving  in  the  advanced  detachments,  he  fell 
furiously  on  Williams'  division.  The  onset  was  fierce  but  failed. 
"Our  regiment,  the  31st  Wisconsin,  was  in  Williams'  division,," 

July  20th,  1864,  during  the  fighting  near  Atlants,  the  rebels 
threw  themselves  forward  on  our  batteries  with  a  recklessness 
that  was  frightful  to  behold.  They  lost,  in  this  short  engagement, 
five  thousand  men.  For  half  an  hour,  the  two  armies  fought  face 
to  face  each  side  of  the  same  line  of  entrenchments  with  the  battle 
colors  of  the  respective  parties  flying  from  the  same  works.  The 
dead  lay  everywhere,  sometimes  in  ranks  as  though  whole  companies 
had  been  swept  away  by  a  single  volley.  The  rebel  loss  was  estim¬ 
ated  at  twelve  thousand.  Our  loss  was  only  a  little  over  seventeen 
hundred. 

"Hood  assaulted  our  lines  four  ranks  deep,  his  men  mowed  down 
-^•^-He  grass.  After  the  third  assault  he  retired,  leaving  his  dead 
for  us  to  bury .  We  found  whiskey  in  nearly  all  the  rebel  canteens 
of  the  dead,  which  accounted  for  their  recklessness." 

Our  greatest  loss  was  the  death  of  General  McPherson,  who  fell 
while  crossing  a  piece  of  woods.  "Was  killed  a  J  mile  to  our  left." 

The  Twentieth  Corps  ("Corps  I  was  in")  was  dispatched  to  Sher¬ 
man's  entrenched  bridge  on  the  Chattahoochee  river.  Hood's  army 
was  fast  melting  away  and  he  hastily  evacuated  Atlanta,  blowing  up 
magazines.  Slocum,  of  the  Twentieth  Corps,  seven  miles  north  on 
the  Chattahoochee,  heard  the  explosions.  Atlanta  was  found  to  be 
deserted  and  he  marched  in  and  took  possession  of  it. 

"I  mention  affairs  of  the  March  to  the  Sea"  more  than  other 
matters,  because  I  knew  more  of  it,  being  one  of  "Sherman'  Bummers." 
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(The  Great  Rebellion,  cont . ) 


November,  1864,  Sherman's  March  to  the  Sea  from  Atlanta. 


The  Twentieth  Corps,  commanded  by  Major  General  H.  W.  Slocum, 
marched  along  the  railroad  to  Augusta,  a  hundred  and  seventy  miles, 
passing  thru  Madison.  "A  guard  was  placed  around  Rebel  General 
Floyd's  place.  Mrs„  Floyd  and  Miss  Mollie  Floyd  invited  six  of  us 
boys  (escort  headquarters  of  the  20th  Corps)  to  dinner  at  the  Floyd 
mansion  at  Madison." 

From  Madison,  Geary's  division  of  the  Twentieth  Corps  marched 
on  the  Oconee  river.  On  November  21st,  I864,  Slocum  entered  Mill-- 
edgeville,  the  State  Capitol.  At  Sandersville,  enroute  to  Savanah, 
Rebel  General  Wheeler  made  a  stand,  but  after  a  brief  action  fell 
back  to  Waynesboro,  only  thirty  miles  south  of  Augusta,  whither 
Kilpatrick  followed  him.  Wheeler  now  attacked  in  turn  but  was  re¬ 
pulsed  with  a  loss  of  two  hundred  men.  "The  only  fight  I  witness¬ 
ed  on  the  march." 

Sherman  received  a  message  that  Savannah  was  evacuated  and  on 
the  morning  of  the  22nd,  rode  into  the  city  of  Savannah.  The  sur¬ 
render  of  the  place  was  made  to  Geary  who  was  placed  in  command  of 
the  city.  "Our  regiment  was  in  Geary's  division." 

Grant,  in  reply  to  Sherman's  request  to  march  to  the  sea,  said 
"If  you  were  to  cut  loose,  I  do  not  believe  you  would  meet  Hood's 
army,  but  would  be  bushwhacked  by  all  the  old  men,  little  boys  and 
such  railroad  guards  as  are  still  left  at  home." 

'"I  received  a  shot  from  one  of  the  'little  boys'  a  twelve  year 
old,  one  of  Governor  Brown's  Pets,  as  they  were  termed." 

March  18th,  1865,  General  Slocum,  commanding  the  Twentieth 
Corps,  suddenly  found  himself  confronted  by  the  whole  of  Johnston's 
army  near  Bentonville  and  hurried  forward  at  their  utmost  speed  two 
divisions  under  General  Williams.  In  the  last  charge  of  six  success¬ 
ive  attacks  in  less  than  an  hour,  the  enemy  broke  Slocum's  line  but 
it  quickly  rallied  and  charging  in  turn  drove  him  back.  So  close 
and  desperate  was  the  combat  that  many  of  the  rebel  dead  lay  within 
our  lines,  and  even  around  the  headquarters  of  the  Generals. 

"Bentonville  was  the  most  severe  engagement  our  regiment  was  in." 
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Amelia  Wilmina  Feathers ,  only  daughter  of  David  (1807-1864)  and 
Eliza  Moore  (1809-1842)  Feathers,  granddaughter  of  George  A.  and  Eliza¬ 
beth  Jacobs  Feathers,  was  born  at  Girard,  Pennsylvania,  March  25,  1840, 
died  at  Willamette,  Oregon,  March  7,  1921.  She  married,  November  6, 
1856,  Isaac  Champlain  Langford,  born  April  12,  1829,  died  in  1910.
